The letter to Mrs. Walgreen was 


written Oct. 20. 1952, and recalls 
an incident on the same date 24 
years ago, an event which shaped 
the career of this young lad. 
.••The plane ride he refers to was 
sr* token of appreciation for the 
YMCA Boys Band who, on. Oct. 
13, 1928, had provided music for 
"Walgreen Day." 


"Walgreen Day" was held in 


honor of Dixon's most promi- 
nent son, C. R. Walgreen, na- 
tionally known chain drugstore 
owner. 
Arriving here hi his 


Sikorsky amphibian plane, "Wet 
and Dry" Mr. Walgreen had 
dedicated the luminous marker 
•K the Dixon airport. He was 
also honored at a program held 
in the Elks club and at a lunch- 
eon held hi the home of Mrs. 
Eustace Shaw. 
Mr. Walgreea 


had donated the marker to the 
airport. The dedication attracted 
thousands and thousands of peo- 
ple. 
But to the letter, which ex- 


presses the impact that first plane

Oct. 20, 1952 


Dear Mrs. Walgreen: 


One of the little mementos 


that I carry in my wallet is a 
small card in testimony of my 
first airplane ride. Sometime ago 
the thought occurred to me that 
it might be a pleasant gesture on 
my part to write to thank you 
again for that first thrilling air- 
plane ride and to give you a brief. 
report on its possible effect on the 
flfreer of one 'little boy." 


.1 JHH^ selected today 4o,;write 
to yon because it was Just M 
yean ago today that 1 had the 
pleasure of that first flight. Ac- 
cording to my mtle card it was 
flight number. 77 of 'the A. A. A. 
Wet aad Dry, originating mud 
terminating somewhere la the 
general vicinity of the present 
Dixon airport. 
Not all of the 


circumstances are too clear, yet 
«t clearly recall many of the de- 
Taili. I was a member of the 
Dixon Y. M. <J. A. Boys' band 
and we were on hand to lend 
music to the occasion of Mr. 
Walgreen's return to Dixon for a 
celebration honoring him, his 
success as a businessman and to 
give him proper recognition to 
his outstanding record of citizen- 
ship.

i»I doubt that the music was very 
flhpressive but Mr. Walgreen told 
us that he would return the fol- 
lowing weekend and take us all for 
a ride. That turned into quite a 
sizable project for after the Boys 
Band there were the Boy Scouts 
Girl Scouts and just about every 
other little 
fellow 
that could 


squeeze into the line.

I seem to recall that you were 


supervising entries in the plane's 
passenger log and I wrote words 
to the effect "rather high but 
shure was fun" and then my em- 
barrassment when someone told 
me that there wasn't an "h" in 
the word "sure." 


A fair amount of time has 


passed since Oct. 20, 1928 and I 
am no longer a boy of 14. I am 
however a naval aviator of some 
15 years standing; and I sincere- 


believe tha* .vou and your de- 


husband through your 


kbidnens and generosity supplied 
one of those big moments or 
events so eventful in the life of a 
small boy that was a part of the 
fates that ultimately found me 
in an aviation career.

bloodhounds followed a trail from 
the boy's backyard to the quarry 
through which the Du Page river 
flows. 


Naperville police said a blood- 


hound of the-Cook -county forest 
rangers led searchers to the quarry 
Monday night, but to a different 
spot than that chosen by a Sauk 
City, Wis., bloodhound earlier in 
the day. 


The children were last seen play- 


ing in the yard back of the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Floyd Rosentiel, 
parents of Edward.

Barnes of the Elgin state police 
district said two partly eaten ap- 
ples and a Christmas tree orna- 
ment were found floating in the 
quarry. 


Parents of one child said the 


youngsters had apples Sunday but 
Barnes said they were unable to 
identify the ornament.

MENDOTA—Miss Elizabeth (Betty) Powers, 22, Amboy, was 


charged with manslaughter Monday afternoon and bound over to the 
LaSalle county grand jury in connection with the death of an infant 
born to her in a factory restroom here last Tuesday night and later 
found in a snowbank. 


Miss Powers, who waived pre- 


liminary hearing in an Ottawa 
justice court, was released on *5,- 
000 bond. 


The infant girl, whose birth ap- 


parently was known only to the 
mother, was discovered in the 
snow outside the factory where the 
woman was employed by A. W. 
Whitmore, Mendota, a supervisor 
at the plant, and tt physician who 
had been called to examine Miss 
Powers. 


The physician had been summon- 


ed after Miss Powers had been 
found in the restroom apparently 
ill. 


Tht baby, taken to Mendota 


Community hospital, died Wednes- 
day night of exposure to cold. 


The mother testified at an in- 


quest that after giving birth to the 
child unattended she had left the 
plant with the child and dropped 
her when she slipped outmde the 
plant door. She said .«he then went 
back into the plant without the 
child. 


Whitmore testified that he and 


the physician had found the infant 
"directly beneath" a window lead- 
ing to the rest room in which the 
child was born.

Vishinsky made the comment be 


fore newsreel and television cam- 
eras as he boarded the French 
liner LJberte. 


His remarks, translated by Alex- 


andre Soldatov, an aide, were: 


"You asked me to say a few 


words before my departure. I do 
that with pleasure. Th<j holidays 
are coming and I will say a few 
words." 


UN Comment 


Immediately turning to the UN. 


Vishinsky declared: 


"Actually the first thing I would 


like to say is about the United Na- 
tions. Although the work of the 
Assembly5 isn't finished yet, it 


shows that the General Assembly 
does not fulfill its duty for peace. 
Its duty is fighting for peace. The 
very fact that the Assembly adopt- 
ed a resolution which is not pro- 
moting peace shows that its work 
as an instrument of peace is not 
satisfactory. 


Refers to Plan 


He apparently referred to U. N. 


adoption of an Indian resolution 
for ending the Korean War. 


The Indian plan provides that a 


four - nation 
commission 
would 


have the task of repatriating all 
Communist prisoners who wished 
to return home.

Petition County Board; Sproul Asks 


County Home Increase 


The offices of the county judge and stieriff petitioned 
the Lee county board of supervisors for salary increases to- 
day. 


The petitioners were introduced at the regular monthly 


meeting of the board by Sterling Schrock, county clerk. 


Lois Harvey, secretary of' 


Sheriff Charles Redebaugh, 
Lee county, in a letter to the 
board, asked for an increase 
in salary. If she didn't get it, 
according tjp the letter, she 
would resign. The request was 
for $200 a month. 
The request from Lee county 


Judge Gehant's office amounted to 
an increase in salary from $150 to 
$175 a month for the court ste- 
nographer. 


To Committee 


Harry Hess, maintenance man, 


also requested a raise in salary. In 
each case, the petitions were re- 
ferred to the fees and salary com- 
mittee. 


Argument arose at the meeting 


over a motion by Frank Sproul, 
chairman of the Lee County Nurs- 
ing Home committee, to raise the 
cost per patient at the home by $10 
per person. 


Objections were raised by mem- 


bers of the board when Sproul 
asked for the $10 a month raise 
fee nswn and board for s41 
•fcthe home.1 


He explained that the raise >was> 


necessary to offset the expenses of 
the home and offered figures as 
possible proof that the nursing 
home was running in the red and 
needed help. 


Cites Deficit . 


According to Sproul, the income 


for the home per year is $56,623.30 
and expenses amount to $84,004.07. 
He claimed that the home alone 
was operating at a deficit of 
$7,380.77 


Recent added 
improvements 


amounting to $5.593.17 have thrown 
the institution further in the red, 
contends Sproul. 


Before the board could vote on 


the motion to increase the cost per 
patient by $10, amendments to 
Sprout's motion were introduced. 


Members of the board felt that 


they 'didn't have enough Informa- 
tion on which to cast an intelligent 
vote. 
In an amendment, it was 


moved that an audit be made of 
the home's financial operations be- 
fore a raise is granted. 


Supervisor Higby, Dixon town- 


ship, suggested that a complete 
survey be made of the situation 
and then a recommendation be o£ 
fered the board on action to be 
taken. 


Adjourn Before Vote 


The meeting was adjourned be- 


fore a vote could be taken this 
morning. 


Prior to discussion of the nurs- 


ing home, the board granted a loan 
of $5,364.54 to Harmon township for 


the building of roads.

Lady Wonder, Richmond's "talking" honte. Police credit the 
animal with giving them a clue to the whereabouts of a Massa- 
chusetts child for whom they had searched for nearly two years. 
Now a great number of Demons are seeking advice from Lady. 
Hard to believer Associated Press reporter Paul Duke thought no 
too, so he paid a visit to Lady's stall for an "interview." Here's 
what he found.

RICHMOND, Va —'/Pi—So you're skeptical about Lady Wonder, Rich- 


mond's incredible "talking" horse? 


So was this reporter when he 


went out to "interview" her. 


A horse that can predict the 


future and reel off facts like a 
child prodigy? Just a lot of bunk, 
I thought. 


But after a half hour's "chat" 


with Lady I came away from her 
tiny stall scratching my head and 
wondering. 


Lots of other folk are wondcnng 


too now that Lady has been cred- 
ited with providing the "tip" that 
led to discovery of the body of 
Danny Matson. a 4-year-old child 
missing from his Quincy. Mass., 
home for nearly two years. 


Since Sunday, Lady's mistress, 


a gray-haired little woman named 
Claudia Fonda, has been deluged 
with long-distance calls from per- 
sons who want the 27-year-old 
horse quizzed on everything from 
stolen bicycles to wildcat oil wells. 


Mrs. Fonda won't take the re- 


quests by telephone, declaring that 
Lady is not at her best unless the 
questioner is on hand to get the 
answer straight from the horse's 
mouth. 


Mrs. Fonda made two excep- 


tions to this rule, however. She 
agreed to ask Lady sometime to- 
day about Phyllis June Ryber, 
missing 19-year-old beauty from 


Eggertsville, N. Y.. and an uniden- 
tified Chicagoan who recently dis- 
appeared. 


But about that interview: 
Lady flabbergasted me when she 


correctly answered most of the 15 
questions I fired at her. 


She does her aswcring by poking 


her chin at levers extending out 
from tiny slides containing num- 
bers and letters. When she touch- 
es the levers, the numbers and 
letters shoot up, spelling out her 
answers. 


Repeats Qtirntions

Mrs. Fonda stood beside Lady, 


repeating the questions into the 
mire's car. Sometimes Mrs. Fonda 
grazed Lady's sleek brown back 
with the swish of a whip. She did 
this to prod the horse. 
i 


Lady started out perfectly by 


pecking out my • name. When I 
asked her where I was born, she 
spelled out Bethlehem, Pa.—the 
right answer. When I aaked her 
how much money I make weekly, 
she came buck with the exact dol- 
lars-and-cents figure. 


She flubbed It when 1 asked her 


where I went to school. But two 
questions later, she named the 
school in a delayed-action reply. 


Lady has been playing this qucs 


tion and answer game for mor< 
tthan 20 years. The folks who visi 
her at Mrs. Fonda's small frame 
house on the edge of town ge 
three questions for a dollar. 


Occasionally, a psychologist o: 


someone prominent in the medical 
field comes along to try Lady.' In 
1948, two Duke university psycholo- 
gy professors tested her and con 
eluded: 


"There appear to be no loop- 


holes, no reasonable possibility fo 
signaling, either of a conscious o 
unconscious character." 


No Trickery 


And in 1946, Dr. Thomas L. Gar 


rett, New York psychologist, sat 
he could find "no trickery involv 
ed."

Cattle Totals 
Up on Far ins, 
Lambs Down 


URBANA — Farmers are feed- 


ing more cattle this season than 
they were feeding a year ago. ac* 
cording to a recent release of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 
* 


This report s»id that increased 


feeding In the Corn Belt would 
more than offset decreases in the 
West and Southwest. A survey on 
Oct. 1 showed that farmers, in 
Iowa. Illinois and Nebraska were 
feeding 14 per cent more cattle 
than they were feeding a year 
earlier. These states are the "Big 
Three''^ in cattle feeding. 


Shipments of feeder cattle1 into 


the Corn Belt in October were the 
largest on record for the month. 
Biggest increases—all over 50 per 
cent—were recorded In Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Ohio. Other states 
reporting greater shipments were 
Indiana. Illinois, Michigan and 
Iowa. 


Biggest cut-backs in cattle feed- 


ing are in Oklahoma and Texas. 
Farmers In these drouth-smitten 
states got only half-crops of corn 
and grain sorghum. Severe drouth 
gripped the south half of the Great 
Plains heat country through the 
summer and early fall. Thus there 
were little or no wheat pastures 
available tor cattle. 


Farmers will feed considerably 


fewer lambs this winter than they 
fed a year ago. This is the con- 
clusion of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture bureau of 
agricultural economics and is bas- 
ed on a survey of farmers' inten- 
tions. 


Farmers who fed lambs last win- 


ter paid heavily for their experi- 
ence when prices took a big drop. 
Most of them will feed fewer 
lambs, or none at all, this winter. 


Prices of feeder lambs have 


been about one-third lower -than 
they were a »year ago. Lower 
costs for feeders and reduced 
prospective supplies of fed lambs 
may" team up to make a winning 
season for lamb feeders.

during the past 11 months, he said.

The local gain reflects a na- 


tional increase reported by the 
Soil Conservation service, with 80 
per cent more new soil conserva- 
tion district cooperators assisted in 
1952 than in 1951. They raise the 
total to 1,120,000 farmers who are 
receiving assistance. 


Locally, the new cooperators 


bring to nearly 800 the number of 
farmers who have requested tech- 
nical assistance from Ray Lane.

No Magic for 
Cattle Feed 


URBANA-Urea dges not con- 


tain any magic substances that 
help feeder cattle or other live- 
stock that use roughages. 


G. R. Carlisle, livestock special- 


ist at the Illinois College of Agri- 
culture, says urea Is used In sup- 
plements fed with roughages only 
because it is a cheap source of ni- 
trogen. 


Bacteria in the paunch of rumi- 


nants, such as cattle and sheep, 
change the nitrogen in urea into 
protein that the animal can use, 
according to Carlisle. Non-rumi- 
nants, such as hogs and poultry, 
cannot use urea In this way.

Failure to Resolve Saar Issue Could 


Upset Plans for Unity 


The Saar is a tiny pocket of land along the Rhine river 


border of France and Germany. For more than three dec- 
ades it has been shrouded in Franco-German controversy. 
Both countries covet its riches of coal and steel. 


After World War II, Saar citizens voted for economic 


union with France, since Germany was then on its back. 
Britain and the U. S. accepted the arrangement to win French 
support for the unification of Western Germany. 


Recently Saarlanders voted again, reaffirming their eco- 


nomic ties with France by piling up 68 per cent of the area 
vote in favor of the present Saar government, a pro-French 
affair. 


Pro-German parties were not represented in the elec- 


tion, so a direct test could not be had. But 24 per cent of 


- the votes turned .in spoiled ballots, and German advocates 
had urged this as deliberate policy. Saar leaders contend at 
least 10 per cent are normally spoiled. If that is so, then 
about 14 per cent is the measure of the pro-German vote un- 
der marked handicaps. 


Evidently this result does not really improve the situa 


tion. The Germans continue to regard the Saar as theirs 
as it is by race, culture and language. The French think thej 
deserve the Saar as compensation for the ruin the Nazi 
wrought in France. 


Moreover, they are mindful that the Saar constitutes 2 


per cent of their coal output and 25 per cent of French stee 
production. With it counted, France can roughly match Ger 
man coal-steel figures and talk on equal terms in imple 
menting the Schuman European coal-steel agreement. With 
out the Saar, the French arc at a disadvantage. 


Some leaders believe the only possible solution is to in 


ternatiqnalize the Saar, to make it a separate element in t 
developing European community. There is considerable evi 
dcnce that the Saarlanders themselves would prefer this to 
permanent, affiliation with either Germany or France. Manj 
have a kind of split personality, feeling cultural bonds witl 
the Germans but believing their stomachs are fuller under 
the French. 


.Chancellor Adenauer of Germany and French Foreign 


Minister Schuman have been trying to achieve this objec 
tive, with no luck., Feeling runs high on both sides, and Ger 
many especially gets, bolder and bolder as it.grows fireco* 
nomic strength and regains political stature. The moment for 
agreement on the Saar may have gone by. 


It is no exaggeration to say, however, that failure to 


resolve this dilemma could put in jeopardy the whole project 
for European unity—political, economic and military. 
Ulti- 


mately it may provide a supreme test of European states- 
nJanship.

were sold. It's a publishing record untouched m book-selling 
history. What does it signify? 


On the surface, it would seem to mean that the new ver- 


siorv—the product of almost 20 years' work by a committee of 
biblical scholars—ifc immensely attractive to a great many 
people. This is natural enough, since it had been a long time 
since any comprehensive attempt had been made to eliminate 
inconsistencies and contradictions and otherwise improve the 
King James Bible. 


But it's just possible that'there is more.to it than this, 


more also than the fact that the Bible always has been the 
top "best-seller." It's just possible that this remarkable appe- 
tite for new Bible is another evidence of the upsurge in reli- 
gious interest that has characterized the postwar years. 


People in America, like men and women across the globe 


are living suspended in an atmosphere of crisis. They rec- 
ognize that the dilemmas of our time are moral more than 
they arc political or economic. And they are looking to re- 
ligion in search of faith to reinforce the moral decisions that 
this age demands.

Kalman Apfel of New York City. 
"Doc" is £ big burly man. more 
'like a football player than a physi 
clan, but he plays the cards with 
the precision and delicacy of a 
surgeon. 


The final contract of six no* 


trump was not unduly ambitious. 
With 11 tricks in top cards, de- 
clarer needed only a successful 
club finesse or a successful play in 
hearts. Neither of these maneuvers 
would have succeeded, but "Doc" 
nevertheless found a way to make 
bis contract. 


West opened his singleton club, 


and East's ten forced out declarer's 
king. The lead was quite clearly a 
singleton or doubleton, and Dr. Ap- 
fel pessimistically, but quite accur- 
ately, decided that the ace of 
hearts would be offside. 


Just for the fun of it, try to make 


the contract with the advantage of 
seeing all the cards. You won't 
find it easy. 


"Doc" won the first trick with 


the king of clubs, and followed 
with four rounds of diamonds, dis- 
carding a club from his hand. He 
then continued with five rounds of 
spades, reducing all hands to three 
cards. 


East had to save the queen and 


a low club to prevent dummy from 
taking two club tricks. East was 
therefore able to save only one 
heart. 


Dr. Apfel thereupon led the low 


heart from his hand, putting the 
pistol to the head of both defenders 
at the same time. If East won the 
trick with his blank queen of hearts 
he wolud be forced to lead clubs 
up to dummy's ace-Jack. 


If West tried to rescue his part- 


ner, he would have to play the ace 
of hearts, which would set up de- 
clarer's king for the twelfth trick.

You may be worried when your 


child does not eat, but unless he 
ahows signs of illness it may be 
your worrying that is causing the 
problem. 


If he eats with the family, dis- 


cussian about the Tood served and 
about how much he is eating SLJ 
compared with the day before or 
last week, shows him that he can 
get attention by not eating. When 
he sees the grown-ups talking of 
other things and busily eating, he 
wil» get the idea and eat routinely 
as he listens to and perhaps en- 
ter* the conversation.

Before State Legislature

SPRINGFIELD. 111.—<J>—The 1953 


Illinois legislature probably will be 
asked to start the ball rolling for 
« major overhaul of the state's 
court system. 


Two groups are working on plans 


to attain this end—a legislative 
commission and a joint committee 
of the Chicago and Illinois State 
Bar associations. Their proposals 
are nearirs fins! ?orrr> 


A state constitutional amend 


xnent is required to do much about 
the court setup. The bar commit 
tee Is expected to recommend an 
entirely new judicial aiticle. 


On IBM Ballot 


If 
a 
proposed 
constitutional 


change Is approved "by a two- 
thirds vote in both senate and 
house, it would go on the 1954 gen- 
fral election ballot for adoption or 
rejection by the people. 


As it now stands, the bar com 


mittee's plan would 
effect 
far 


reaching reforms. Its provisions 
oh judicial selection and tenure al- 
ready have stirred sharp contro- 
versy. Two legislators openly have 
predicted these provisions would 
•end the whole plan down to de- 
feat if presented in their present 
form. 


Styled after Missouri's setup the 


.bar committee proposal would do 
away with the existing method of 
electing circuit and supreme court 
judges. 


It calls for appointment by the 


governor from panels of names 
selected by judicial nominating 


commissions composed of lawyers 
chosen by the bar associations and 
rma-jawyers picked by a procedure 
to be determined by the legisla- 
ture. 


Nominations now are .made by 


the major political parties in dis- 
trict conventions. 


Non-Political 


The tenure provision would put 


sitting judges on a non-political 
election ballot at the end of each 
term for a vote by the people on 
retention in office or dismissal. 


A term of eight years was sug- 


gested for circuit judges and 12 
years for appellate and supreme 
court judges. 


The two lawmakers who foresee 


doom of the bar plan because of 
these features are Senator Edward 
P. Saltiel m-Chicago) and Rep. 
Paul Taylor (D-Effingham), both 
members of the legislative com- 
mission on judicial revision. 


The Saltiel group is expected to 


recommend keeping the elective 
process, perhaps with some modi- 
fication, and to favor either shorter 
terms or candldate-agalnst-incum- 


bent contest* at the end of terms. 


'Circuit judges, who also staff the 


appellate courts, by assignment, 
are elected now for six years. Su- 
preme court justices serve nine- 
year terms. 


Illinois attorneys and some lay 


organizations long have been criti- 
cal of the present court system 
but differ on the remedy. They 
view the system as inflexible, too 
much dominated by politics, ad- 
ministratively unsound and handi- 
capped by outdated concepts of 
jurisdiction

space travel. But he predicted that 
will be solved "in time for the 
younger generation to witness it." 
, The doctor said the science of 
space medicine, although only four 
years old. has succeeded to the 
point where space doctors can get 
passengers to their destinations 
alive if the rocket makers can get 
the ships there.

NEW YORK —<*>— A famous 


mountain climber was once asked 
why he wanted to climb Mt. Ever- 
est. 


"Because it's there," he replied

The lofty peak is still there—and 


still unclimbed. so far as is known. 
The latest expedition is reported 
to have failed a heartbreaking 150 
feet short of its goal. 


There are many mountains on 


the face of the earth yet uncon- 
quered by men on foot. But Mt. 
Everest holds a peculiar fascina- 
tion (or mountain climbers because 
it is thought to be the tallest in the 
world. 


Ii is over 29.000 feel high, and is 


said to still be growing. And be- 
cause of this, some men—even the 
experts—feel the task of reaching 
its summit on two feet is impos- 
sible. 


But there have always been peo- 


ple in the past who have put a 
theoretical limit on human achieve- 
ment, and lived to see their error. 
It used to be thought no one could 


ever swim the English Channel. 
Today a man who doesn't know 
someone who has swam the chan- 
nel has a limited circle of friends. 


When the machine gun was per- 


fected, some high-ranking officers 
thought it meant the end of in- 
fantry warfare because no men 
would dare such murderous fire.
